MEN OF 28 FREE 
OF ARMY TENURE 


Plan; Soldiers Can Quit

'WASHINGTON, Aug. 18—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt signed into law 
today legislation to relieve men 
28 years and older from active 
military duty under the selective 
service aet. 
"The new law provides mandatory 
deferment for men not yet induct­ 
ed and directs that those of the 
specified age who request It shall 
be released from service “as soon 
as practicable and when not in 
conflict with the interests of na­ 
tional defense.” 
The chief executive was expect­ 
ed to sign later in the day a bill 
extending the service of the rank 
and file of the army 18 months. 
The mandatory deferment ap­ 
plies to men who on July I, 1941, 
or on July I of any %ubsequent 
year have reached their 28th birth­ 
day without being Inducted Into 
service. 
The provision for release from 
service applies to men who were 
28 or older when Inducted, pro­ 
vided they had reached that age 
by July I, 1941. 
The law also amends the selec­ 
tive service act to require post­ 
ing at the offices of local draft 
boards the names and classifica­ 
tions of men classified by each 
board. 
Another new provision would ex­ 
empt from service liability men 
honorably 
discharged 
from 
the 
army or coast guard for the con­ 
venience of the government with 
in six months of the expiration of 
their three-year term of enlist 
ment.

26 Fished From River 
He said 25 men were fished out 
of the river, four of them dead— 
both longshoremen—and 22 were 
taken to hospitals. 
Meanwhile, firemen scoured the 
New York harbor waters at the 
foot of Pier 27 picking up steve 
dores and many others who either 
were hurled or jumped into the 
water at the time of the blast 
The flames quickly engulfed the 
freighter, heavily load with quick 
silver, minerals and hemp.

Before that time, 
most stores from coast to oatst are 
expected to have defense stamps 
on sale. 
The leaders of the retailers’ as­ 
sociations met with Secretary Mor- 
genthau and treasury officials to 
project the plan for initiating the 
nation-wide store effort. The secre­ 
tary expressed his appreciation of 
the cooperation extended by the 
retail organizations, saying: 
Program Gaining Dally 
'"The defense savings program is 
gaining momentum every day.

The 1941 Ohio fair will throw 
off the last elements of the county 
fair, even to the sawdust in front 
of the grandstand.

The cultural side of Ohio will be 
exhibited in a newly remodeled 
music hall where continuous pro­ 
grams will be presented by music, 
drama and dancing groups.

Bismarck Finally Sighted 
*The trip to the assigned area 
was uneventful other than several 
course changes which were neces­ 
sitated by weather canditions. We 
arrived at our area at 0945 (9:45 
a. rn. local time) and immediately 
started search. Weather conditions 
were somewhat better than that 
encountered on the trip out. Hori­ 
zontal visibility below 800 was 
good up to eight or IO miles. 
“At 1000 (IO a. rn.) we sighted 
what was first believed to be Bis­ 
marck bearing 345 degrees at eight 
miles. Definite recognition was im­ 
possible at the time due to visibil­ 
ity. We started slow climbing and 
turned to starboard, keeping ship 
sighted to port. Upon reaching 
2,000 we broke out of cloud for­ 
mation and were met by a ter­ 
rific 
anti-aircraft 
barrage 
from 
our starboard quarter. 
We started violent evasive ac­ 
tion which consisted of full speed 
climbing and turns. When making 
a turn I could see the ship was 
a battleship and was the Bismarck 
which had made a 90-degree star­ 
board turn from its original course 
and was firing .broadside on us. 
The AA fire blasted until we were 
out of range and Into the clouds. 
It was very intense and were it 
not for evasive action we might 
have been shot down. 


Man Knocked From Bunk 
“The barrage was so close that 
it shook the aircraft considerably. 
One man was knocked from his 
bunk and the noise of the bursts 
could be heard above the propel­ 
ler and engine noise. Numerous 
bursts 
were observed 
at close 
quarters 
and 
small 
fragments 
could be heard hitting the frame. 
“At soon as we were clear of 
the Bismarck we investigated the 
damage, which consisted of a hole 
in the after port and one in the 
bottom of hull. No other damage 
was visible at the time. We made 
a short test flight. Including sev­ 
eral turns, checked engines, and 
finding everything satisfactory re 
turned to the area to resume 
shadow of the Bismarck. 
“As we had lost contact with 
the ship we returned to position 
of the Bismarck. The navigation 
was somewhat in error, due to our 
evasive action, and we could not 
find the ship a second time. 
“According to reports that we 
Intercepted 
from another patrol 
plane, he was being attacked by 
enemy aircraft, We Immediately 
set course to Intercept him. We 
joined with him and he was in 
contact with the Bismarck. We 
stayed in company with him 
45 
minutes and then took departure 
to base. We landed at 2130 (9:30 
p. rn. local time).’*

The Ohio 
measure did not contain the acci­ 
dent reporting requirements con­ 
tained in the standard law. 
3.—Four 
states 
made 
major 
changes in accident reporting: Del­ 
aware, Maryland, Minnesota and 
New York. 
4.—Six states Increased their pa­ 
trols. Increases In number of men: 
California, 40; Florida, 70; Ohio, 
IOO; Oklahoma, 30; Texas, 200, and 
Wyoming, 5. 
5.—Safety commissions were cre­ 
ated In two states: 
Maryland and 
Michigan. Funds were made avail­ 
able for the New York traffic 
safety commission. 
6.—Three states recognized drun 
ken driving tests: 
New York, Ore 
gon (Portland only) and Texas. 
7.—Two states reduced first of­ 
fense drunken driving from a fel 
ony to a misdemeanor In an effort 
to obtain more convictions:

8.—In addition to speed provis' 
Ions of the traffic regulatory meas­ 
ures (act V of the uniform vehicle 
code), four states enacted new 
speed legislation:

9.—One state created a new mo­

Summarizing one of the most Im­ 
portant years in the history of 
traffic legislation, the council point­ 
ed that approximately two-thirds

The battle for the life of England and for a safety 
of America and for the liberation of subject peoples 
is now being fought along that biasing battlefront 
from the Black sea and the White sea. The fight 
to defeat Hitler ie now being fought by the Rus­ 
sians and since his utter defeat is the first aim of 
England and the United States their immediate Job 
is to help Russia while help is still useful. 
There ie more than a promise in their message. 
The statement that “many shiploads" of war sup­ 
plies have left our shores and those of England is 
something definite. Neither Stalin nor Hitler can 
fall to understand the meaning of such action.

Hi* er And Democracy 
\ OLE HITLER—apostle of democracy. It is a 
strange role for the fuehrer but there is the 
seed of hopeful thought in the statement by two 
representatives of conquered people, now in this 
country, that Hitler is doing more for the eventual 
triumph of democracy than any other man. 
Liberty, like many other blessings, assumes its 
true value only when It is endangered or lost. Until 
the Germans rolled acroie their borders many of 
the people of Europe, Uke many In America today, 
accepted liberty and democracy and all human rlghti 
as something abstract. It was not until they were 
taken away that they realised that these blessings 
are as vital to happiness as life Itself. 
Europe, like America, had some who lent a willing 
aar to the doctrine! of the dictators. Democracy, 
they were ready to concede, Is decadent In the light 
of the new order. Then the blltikrleg came upon 
them. Democracy was swept away and totalitarian­ 
ism took its place. Overlords end quislings replaced 
their own leaders and they became a part of the 
Axis regime. 
Now, say these r e f u g e e s from a Hitler-ruled Europe, 
peoples of the subject countries really know how 
sweet is liberty and how prlcelese the right of a 
people to rule their own destiny. Millions who were 
asleep to the worth of freedom when they had it 
now know its virtues when It is lost. 
To Americans the war is such a remote thing 
that they are thrown into confusion by a shortage 
in silk etockings while the greatest battle in history 
rages end they ignore a modest request to save a 
little of the gasoline they waste so recklessly while 
millions lack bread. 
We shall be a strangely blessed people if we can 
be made to realise the worth of democracy while 
we are one of the few countries of the world which 
etui possess it.

HERE Is som ething of the sp irit of V erdun In 
aged M arshal B etain as he tries to guide the 
destiny of sorry F ran ce Into the ways which will 
bring the least evil upon h is uphappy country. 
Crushed in b a ttle by an enem y which holds a 
dagger a t th e th ro at of France and beset by country­ 
men eager to m ake full union w ith the conqueror, 
Betain has kept a p art of France nom inally free 
when any but the strongest man would have su r­ 
rendered long ago.

Mistakes Of Wilson’s 14 Points Aren’t Repeated 


In Joint Declaration Of Roosevelt And C h u rch ill

A 1ganda is saying th at the eight- 
point declaration is a revival and 
im itation 
of W ilson's 
14 
points, 
th ere is no tru th in their descrip­ 
tion. 
In fact It readily can be 
show n th a t Mr. R oosevelt is so 
well aw are of the lessons of the 
W ilson era th at he has acted con­ 
sciously to see th at the m istakes 
of the p ast are not repeated now.

a resu lt th ere are profound 
practical differences betw een this 
declaration and W ilson’s. 
T he difference, which m akes all 
the difference in the world, is th at 
h ere we have a Joint public declar­ 
ation by th e heads of the two gov­ 
ernm ents w hereas W ilson's decla­ 
ration w as a u n ilateral statem ent. 
T his 
declaration 
Is 
a 
binding 
com m itm ent 
upon 
the 
C hurchill 
governm ent and th e R oosevelt ad 
m inistration w hereas W ilson’s dec­ 
laration w as binding only on WH 
son. 
The 14 points w ere W ilson’s own 
statem ent of the alm a h e would 
pursue; they w ere not negotiated 
by 
Mr. 
W ilson 
w ith 
Mr, 
Lloyd 
G eorge or any of the o th er Allied 
leaders, 
as 
this 
declaration 
haa 
been negotiated by Mr. Roosevelt 
w ith Mr. C hurchill. The 14 points, 
though they w ere announced in 
January, 
1918, 
never 
w ere 
dis 
cussed officially w ith 
the Allied 
governm ents until a fte r G erm any 
had asked for an arm istice in Oc 
tober, 1918. 
Thus, w hereas B resldent Roose­ 
velt has an agreem ent w ith the 
B ritish governm ent, P resid en t W il­ 
son had only a public statem en t 
of his own aspirations. 
U ntil the 
w eek of th e arm istice itself, and 
then only a fte r they had m ade 
drastic reservations, Lloyd George, 
Clem enceau and O rlando w ere In 
no sense com m itted to the W ilson 
program .

S a m atter of fact they w ere 
very m uch com m itted to a vio­ 
lation of th e W ilson program by a 
series of secret trea tie s which had 
been signed before the A m erican 
intervention. 
T here w as a treaty 
betw een F ran ce and C sarist Rus­ 
sia which called for the dism em ­ 
berm ent of w estern G erm any and 
of T urkey. 
T here w as a trea ty betw een the 
A llies and Italy fixing the terri­ 
tory which Italy w as to have as 
bribe for p articipating in the 
war. 
T h ere w ere o th er treaties 
affecting th e M iddle E ast and the 
F a r E ast. 
P resid en t W ilson be­ 
cam e fully aw are of these treaties 
only 
in 
Novem ber, 
1917, 
when 
they w ere published to the world 
by the Bolsheviks. 
T he 
14 
pointe 
w ere 
prepared 
soon th ereafter and w ere designed 
carefully to offset the w orst fea­ 
tures of these secret treaties. But 
P resident W ilson never w as able 
to induce the A llies to abrogate 
the treaties and accept Instead his 
14 points. 
Thus a t the peace con­ 
ference there w as continual con­ 
flict and com prom ise betw een the 
secret com m itm ents of the treaties 
and the W ilson declaration. 
Today we not only have a Joint 
declaration 
and 
a 
public 
agree­ 
m ent 
such 
aa 
W ilson 
never 
achieved until it was too late, but 
we know th a t the public agree­ 
m ent has been possible because in 
fact there can be no secret agree­ 
m ents which cross it. 
W e know 
this because no m atter how skepti­ 
cal and suspicious we choose to 
be, G reat B ritain in this w ar has 
no allies w ith whom disconcerting 
secret agreem ents could be made. 
Obviously 
there 
is 
none 
this 
tim e with Vichy France or with 
Italy, which Is an enemy, or with 
Japan which Is in the other camp, 
or w ith any of the governm ents- 
in exlle. 
As for Soviet Russia, the 


term * of 
the 
B ritish-Soviet alli­ 
ance, of the Polish-Soviet treaty, 
and of the declarations to Turkey, 
are in all respects consistent w ith 
the 
R oosevelt-Churchlll 
declara­ 
tion. 
T here is not th e fain test 
shadow of a reason for supposing 
th at eith er B ritain or the U nited 
S tates has any com m itm ent w hich 
conflicts w ith th eir Joint and pub­ 
lic agreem ent. 
B 
U T this declaration differs from 
the 14 points not only in th a t 
it la a com m itm ent, and not m ere­ 
ly a un ilateral statem en t, not only 
in th at in th is w ar th ere is no 
coalition of g re at pow ers which is 
held together by profitable secret 
treaties. 
T his d e c lara tio n ' place* 
its m ain em phasis on 
the very 
thing w hich, because it was ne­ 
glected 25 y ears ago, m ade the 
whole settle m e n t unw orkable and 
the post-w ar reconstruction a fail­ 
ure. 
Mr. R oosevelt and Mr. Church­ 
ill know th a t a stable pence la 
u tterly inconceivable unless It is 
organised 
around 
the 
continuing 
collaboration of B ritain and A m er­ 
ica. 
They know th a t th ere can he 
no end to th is crisis if the English- 
speaking peoples do not w ork in 
closest understan d in g and no pos­ 
sibility 
of 
a 
free 
and 
ordered 
world In th e fu tu re unless they 
provide a nucleus of order around 
which the liberated peoples can 
rally. 
Thus th e fact th a t this declara­ 
tion w as m ade in w hat w as in real­ 
ity a grand council of w ar gives 
it a m eaning far beyond anything 
th at 
th e 
w ords 
in 
them selves 
could express. 
A fter all, there are 
m any com binations of w ords by 
which one m ight express, though 
alw ays inadequately, the determ i­ 
nation of civilized m en to survive 
an onslaught of barbarism which 
is the m ost terrib le and the m ost 
form idable in m any centuries.

T will be said by his critics th at 
the P resid en t has exceeded his 
pow ers in com m itting th is country 
to a collaboration which extends 
beyond thla w ar into the post-war 
world. 
T hey a re m istaken. 
He 
has, indeed, m ade a g reat com m it­ 
m ent, but so did P resid en t Monroe, 
when, after negotiations w ith G reat 
B ritain, he com m itted th e young 
and feeble republic to th e defense 
of the w estern hem isphere against 
th allied absolutism of Europe. 
The action of M onroe was auda­ 
cious to the point of recklessness. 
Yet it was rig h t in its conception 
of th e A m erican interests, right in 
its basic understanding of the fact 
th at this in terest could be m ain 
rained because in essentials the 
B ritish In terest w as the sam e. Be 
cause it was rightly conceived and 
rightly founded in the realities of

politics, 
the M onroe Doc 
trine, which began as a P re sid e r 
tial declaration, has stood the test 
of tim e and is accepted univer 
sally, even by m en who, lf they 
had had to vote on it when first 
presented, surely would have ob­ 
jected violently. 
T his Joint declaration, because 
of the practical and necessary col­ 
laboration which It advertises, also 
will stand the test of tim e and 
come to he universally accepted 
in this country.

H E UNITED STATES army seems to be d ev elo p 
lng publicity on a large scale. Tile w ar d ep art­ 
m ent In Washington has its bureau of public re la ­ 
tions, meaning a press agent staff, and m any of th e 
cam ps in various parts of the country are going In 
for organized ballyhoo in the form of regular re ­ 
leasee to the newspapers exploiting the arm y. 
W e get a batch of this stuff in every m ail along 
with contributions from the publicity prom oters of 
m ore comm ercial enterprises, such as the m ovies 
and night clubs, and some of the soldier releases 
show a highly professional touch. This is not a l­ 
together surprising, considering the number of tra in ­ 
ed newspapermen now in uniform. 
It seems that when the army catches a new spaper­ 
man nowadays it likes to put him in the intelligence 
departm ent, which takes care of the publicity. N ot 
every newspaperman fancies this assignment, som e 
of them preferring the regular duty of a soldier as 
a relief from their civilian life, hut we understand 
th at you have no more luck trying to out-argue a 
superior officer today than in any other era of 
Am erican soldiering. 
Thus in much of the army publicity we detect 
signs of city room experience, the copy offered 
displaying a fine regard for brevity and hum an 
Interest and reflecting an attractiveness in arm y 
life that we suppose is the real purpose of the pub­ 
licity. However, not all the material is this good. 
Some of it is stodgy and uninteresting, probably 
because it emanates from sources that have n ot 
yet oorraled a newspaperman. 
T 
H E BEST we have so far encountered comes from 
Ft. Lewis, Washington, and is signed by Joseph 
D. Roberts, first lieutenant. M. I., and public re la ­ 
tions officer of the camp, but we notice th a t L ieut. 
R oberts' releases usually add the name of th e actu al 
author, in some cases Private Gordon W. K irby and 
in others Private Harold F Fairley. 
W e also find 
one w ith the name of Miss Vivian Gillespie append­ 
ed, this being about a vaudeville production by tho 
soldiers, hut we will assume that Miss Gillespie is 
not of the enlisted personne’ of Ft. T/ewis hut m erely 
i-s serving in this instance a« an expert. 
W e recommend 
Lieut. Roberts’ publicity as a 
form to all army public relations officers. 
It is all 
short and of thp human interest tyre. 
It tells of 
such things as Rgt. Louis G. Jones of Abilene. Tex., 
being retired after 30 years service with the q u a r­ 
te rm aste r corps during which he personally baked 
a couple of millions of loaves of bread and of Lieut. 
Col. Jam es B. Mockhep. Mal. Rowland L. A tchison 
and Capt. Milton F. Penfield being on duty at th e 
station hospital where they served as enlisted m en 
in th e first World war. 
“Note,” the release adds. ‘To!. Mockhee and MaJ, 
Atcheaon say they ’extract’ teeth—not ‘pull’ them.” 
O 
F COLMOSE all this army publicity 1s strictly for 
peace-tim e purposes. In actual war. the arm y 
requires no tub-thumping and the intelligence de­ 
partm ent busies itself with the functions for which 
it w as devised, which is to find out things about the 
enem y. In the first World war, while some news- 
paperm en in the service were assigned to duty w ith 
the censor and in getting out the soldiers’ new s­ 
paper, The Stars and Stripes, you found more of 
them in the field with ti'oops than anywhere else. 
Bill Com m , W alter Davenport. Bill Meloney, Bill 
M cGeehan, Arthur Robinson, Reggie Foster. Bill 
Cunningham . Innes Brown, Julius Adler and scores 
of o th ers who were active newspapermen before 
and a fte r th e war, served with troops. forum wa* 
said to he th e youngest major in the A. E. F. Robin­ 
son. who was a young sports writer on the New 
York A m erican when he entered the army and who 
now leads a tranquil life in a trailer out on the 
Pacific coast and writes liberettos, was wounded 
badly in both legs during the Argonne drive. 
G eorge Creel was the big publicity man of the other 
war. He was a newspaperman then. President W il­ 
son 
appointed him chairmen of what was then 
called th e committee on public informaMon, hut It 
was a publicity thin? in suite of the hi~h sounding 
title. And Cree! d<d a great job. The fundamental 
principle of publicly is to make a proposition ponu- 
lar.

period 1910-40.

Hired men who drew a dollar in 
wages in 1910 could get $2.25 for 
the sam e service in 1919, farm ers 
paid out about $225 in total wages 
in 1919 for each $100 paid in 1910, 
and the num ber of hired men em­ 
ployed In each of the two years 
was alm ost identical. From 1919 
until .the end of 1922, wages of 
L'rm labor and total money paid 
out by farm ers 
for hired help 
dropped precipitously. 
There was a slight upturn in 
wage rates and In 
am ount 
of 
money paid for farm help in the 
period 1922-29, and the num ber of

m en 
employed 
increased 
slightly even over th# numbers 
working from 1910 to 1920.

This, 
of course, is for a normal person, 
not

diabetes

obesity. 
A pound of sugar provides 1,800 
calories. 
That is nearly enough 
for a day’s energy but although 
sugar is a quick energizer it pro­ 
vides nothing else—no protein to 
replace loss, no vitamins, no min­ 
erals. 
It is a highly processed 
food and everything is taken out 
of it but the pure carbohydrate. 
Brown sugar has about the sam e 
qualities 
and 
effects. 
Molasses, 
not so highly processed, contain* 
some minerals including iron. 
May Weaken Liver 
Excessive eating of sugar, »<► 
cording to "Hygeia,” may put A 
strain on the pancreas because the

gubstancA 
which is necessafy to enable the 
body to utilize sugar. 
The excess­ 
ive consumption of sugar may also 
weaken 
the protective power of 
the liver. 
Eating sugar alone will 
make one feel dull and bilious for 
this reason.
